London, May 13\ (By A.  P.)s 
Great Britain woke up today to

agreements with the workers be- 
fore permitting resumption of work. 

It is even asserted that some of 
the big railways and other con- 
cerns contemplated enforcing a re- 
duction in wages, though, accord- 
ing to the statement of Premier 
Baldwin in the house of commons, 
who warned the nation to be sus- 
picious of propaganda and mislead- 
ing rumors, some of these reports, 
especially regarding the railways, 
were considered unfounded. 

One big railway group tonight 
officially denied the rumors that 
they intend to reduce wages or 
otherwise penalize the men. — 

Out Pending Instructions. 

Notwithstanding the fact that 
the general strike had been called 
off, it in reality still persists in as 
great force as before. The miners 
never have consented to resume, 
and because of the attitude of the 
employers and by reason of other 
circumstances, the two big indus- 
tries—-the railway men and trans- 
portation workers—are ordered to 
remain out until further instruct- 
ions. 

The situation in the newspaper 
field is without change, most of the 
papers still issuing in skeleton 
form. 

No agreement has yet been 
reached by the railway managers 
and executives of the railway unions 
on the question of the reemploy- 
ment of the _ strikers. A con- 
ference on this subject adjourned 
at a late hour, without decision and 
will be resumed tomorrow. 


Miners See the Premier. 


The miners’ executives, after con- 
ferring for an hour this evening, 
went to Downing street and were 
closeted with Premier Baldwin for 
a considerable time...

WILL ATTEMPT TO CUT 


COSTS OF CONSTRUCTION 


Effort Also Will Be Made to 


Obtain Open Bidding on 
Public Works. 


Construction operations in 1926 
throughout the country will set a 
new high record for the world, it 
was predicted in a statement yes- 
terday by the Associated General 
Contractors, who concluded their 
spring meeting with group meet- 
ings in the Washington hotel. 

Simultaneously the contractors 
made public the details of a plan 
for holding down the total of waste 
in construction, designating a spe- 
cial committee to survey building 
operations throughout the country 
to check on waste and excessive 
costs. 

The plan will be applied practic- 
ally in 80 construction centers in 
various parts of the country. 
Special attention is to be 
given to plans for coping with 
several features of the construction 
industry which are designated as 
among the major features in in- 
creasing building costs. These in- 
clude speculative building, misuse 
of lien laws, litigation arising from 
contractual relations, and construc- 
tion of public works under the day 
labor method instead of by contract

Sent to President 


Arica, Chile, May 13 (By A. P.>. 
Former President Arturo Alessan-

SAYS DOUBLE 


FEES ARE NOT DUE FENNING

ithe United States Supreme Court, 
by which he was guided in 1915, is 
more applicable to the bonding 
commissions, Mr. Davis said. 
auditor recalled the testimony of 
| Theodore Cogswell, deputy register 
‘of wills, that Mr. Fenning’s bonding 
| practice began in 1913. 

“Thus, it appears,’’ the ruling 
read, “‘that, after having been ap- 
pointed by this court as committee 
in a number of cases, in which 
cases, as committee, Mr. Fenning 
would be bonded to secure the 
faithful and efficient performance 
of his duties and trust to his wards, 
he was appointed an agent and took 
out a solicitor’s license, for the pur- 
pose of writing such bonds. It is 
strongly persuasive to your auditor 
that ‘he placed himself in a posi- 
tion in which his personal interests 
were, or might be, antagonistic to 
those of his trust.’ See Jackson, 
receiver, vs. Smith, 254 U. S., 586, 
and Michoud vs. Girod, 4 How., 
1603.” 

The principles enunciated in the 
Magruder-Drury case, the ruling 
continued, ‘“‘relieves court auditors 
and masters even from attempting

Concerning the bonding commis- 
sions, the auditor quoted court de- 
cisions to show that “it is settled 
law that a fiduciary must act in the 
most scrupulous good faith for the 
beneficiaries, uninfluenced by other 
considerations,’ and that ‘‘the ob- 
ject of the rule is to prevent secret 
frauds by removing all inducements 
to attempt them.’’ 

*“‘As was well said by the court 
in Globe Woolen Co. vs. Utica Co. 
(224 N. Y., 483),’’ Mr. Davis con- 
tinued, ‘“‘‘the great rule of law 
which holds a trustee to the duty 
of constant and unqualified fidelity 
is not a thing of forms and 
phrases.’ ”’ 

The auditor pointed out that 
“much” had been said about the 
applicability of section 654 of the 
District code. This section pre- 
scribes that no one may receive 
a commission on insurance unless 
he holds a license. Mr. Fenning 
contended that because his wards 
did not hold Jicenses he could not 
give the commissions to them. 

“It is certain,’ the auditor’s 
ruling held, ‘“‘that the court is not 
interdicted from requiring Mr. Fen- 
ning to pay the current premium 
on his gurety bond, from his indi- 
vidual funds, and in view of all 
concomitant facts and  circum- 
stances, the auditor finds that this 
should be done.”’ 

The test case revolved around 
the ward. Adolph Adler, whose 
guardianship is now being trans- 
ferred to his father in New York.. 

One of the factors influencing 
him in denying any commission as 
guardian in this case, the auditor 
said, ‘‘is the fact that practically 
only routine matters were han- 
dled.’’ .

The records were developed by 
Representative Gibson, of Vermont, 
covering a period of the current 
fiscal year, but they did not cover 
the whole year, it was explained.

the supplies purchased of the com- 
missioner’s firm for the Occoquan

Engineer Commissioner Bell, who 
discussed paving and building con- 
tracts with the committee, insisted, 
however, that Commissioner Ru- 
dolph has nothing to do with the 
awarding of the contracts to his 
firm. When Rudolph & West get a 
contract, it is because they are the 
lowest bidders, the engineer com- 
missioner testified, and must be 
given the award under the terms 
of the law. 


Sees Law Violated. 


Representative Blanton, of Texas, 
nevertheless insisted that it was ab- 
solutely against the law for a goy- 
ernment official to ‘‘deal with him- 
self.”’ He wanted Commissioner 


Bell to go back up to the District 


building and tell Mr. Rudolph that 
he had to quit violating the law. 

The hearing, for the most part, 
was a debate between Col. Bell and 
Mr. Blanton, which mbled over 
the matter of taxicab concessions 
granted by certain hotels and utili- 
ties, and the use of firemen by Com- 
missioners Rudolph and Fenning as 
private chauffeurs. 

At one time Mr. Blanton asked 
the engineer commissioner if. it 
would not be just as logical for 
‘‘Mr. Fenning to learn that one of 
the firemen is a good chef and have 
him detailed to his house as such,”’ 
as it was to use him as a private 
chauffeur. The engineer commis- 
sioner laughed, but somehow could 
not accept Mr. Blanton’s attitude 
that it was for him to go to the 
District building and put the matter 
up to Mr. Fenning. 


Criticizes Outside Interests. 


When they got to utilities, Co!. 
Bell explained that he had long been 
trying to have them taken from his 
shoulders, but Mr. Blanton said: 

‘‘Let’s see, now. Don’t you be- 
lieve that if Mr. Commissioner 
Rudolph didn’t have his hardware 
business and his bank business and 
his hotel interests—and Mr. Com- 
missioner Fenning did not have his 
100 or more wards to look after— 
don’t you think they could find 
more time to give to public utili- 
ties-—matters affecting the people?’’

Up to the present, the socialists 
have declined to join Pilsudski and 
the government has therefore been 
able to keep the railways operating 
with socialist labor union trainmen. 


Citizens in Flight. 


Anticipating sanguinary fighting, 
citizens have fled or are in hiding. 
Only hurrying troops are encoun- 
tered in the streets. Warsaw looks 
like a deserted city. 

The minister of war, Malczewski. 
is organizing the government de- 
fense in the provinces, leaving the 
protection of the government and 
the defense of Belvedere to Gen. 
Dzieranowski, the commandant at 
Warsaw. 

A dispatch by courier from the 
frontier describes Marshal Pilsud- 
ski’s march on Warsaw. When he 
arrived at the city’s eastern out- 
skirts, he was met by a detachment 
of government troops under com- 
mand of an adjutant of War Min- 
ister Malezewski, and a temporary 
armistice was agreed to. 

In the name of the government, 
Pilsudski was ordered to retreat, 
his officers being reminded of the 
penalty for insubordination against 
the legally established government. 


Insists Witos Go, 


Pilsudski demanded the immedi- 
ate resignation of the Witos gov- 
ernment and the establishment of 
a nonpartisan ministry of ‘“‘strong 
men.’ No agreement was reached, 
and Pilsudski forced an entrance 
into the city, repulsing government 
troops in a series of pitched bat- 
tles in the neighborhood of the 
palace and the government build- 
ings. 

Pilsudski's cavalry dashed 
through the main streets in the di- 
rection of Belvedere, which, how- 
ever, was successfully defended by 
the president’s guards. 

Pilsudski immediately took pos- 
session of the various ministries 
and railroad stations and resumed 
negotiations with representatives 
of the government. 

It is reported that Gen. Romer, 
commander of the Lublin army 
corps, has declared against the gov- 
ernment. 

At Lemberg and Cracow, the 
workmen have demonstrated in 
favor of the former president, Pil- 
sudski. 

Latest dispatches say that clashes 
betwen the opposing sides are be- 
coming more frequent, though 
neither the government nor the 
revolutionists appear ready to 
launch a vigorous attack. 


War Minister Four Times. 


Gen, Casimir Sosnowski, reported 
to have attempted suicide, was four 
times minister of war, between 
1921 and 1924. He was one of 
Marshal Pilsudski'’s closest friends 
and withdrew from the political 
arena coicident with FPilsudski's 
retirement. 

Last year he represented Poland 
as chief delegate to the League of 
Nations conference on the control 
of traffic in arms and munitions. 
He presened an amendment to 
United States Representativé Theo- 
dore E. Burton’s proposal to con- 
trol trafffic in poison gas, which 
was designed to limit the traffic in 
bacteria for war purposes. 

Gen. Sosnowski refused Poland’s 
adherence to the arms conference 
so long as Russia was not a party 
to it. He said that a disarmed 
Poland was at the mercy of the

The compromise bill agreed to provides that 
Secretary of the Treasury shall designate 
ices in the United States as ports of entry for 


civil aircraft arriving in the United States from 
any place outside thereof, and for merchandise 
carried on such aircraft. 

The Secretary of the Treasury is authorized 
and required to detail to ports of entry for 
civil aircraft such officers and employes of the 
customs -service as he may deem necessary, 
with powers usually possessed by customs of- 
ficers now stationed at the usual ports of entry 
for ships. The laws relating to customs and 
public health governing ships on the ocean 
shall pertain to aircraft arriving from foreign 
parts. 

This opens up an entirely new activity in 
commerce with foreign countries and in the 
administration of customs laws. 
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Among the agencies that tend to shorten life 
are haste, vice, germs and Herrin. 
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THE TWO-THIRDS RULE. 
The two-thirds rule in the Democratic na- 
tional convention is to be attacked when the 
“‘unterrified’’ meet in 1928. ‘The national com- 


mitteeman and the national committeewoman 
representating Iowa have sent out a question- 
naire to other members of the committee ask- 
ing for views on the proposal to do away with 
the two-thirds rule in favor of a majority rule. 
The first to respond were Norman E. Mack, 
former chairman of-the national committee, 
and Miss Elizabeth Marbury, national commit- 
teewoman for New York, both of whom gave 
their unqualified approval to the suggested 
change. 

TheY made known their indorsement of the 
proposal after they had conferred with Gov. 
Al Smith, who authorized them to say for him 
that he believes the two-thirds rule should be 
abrogated. This is accepted in some quarters 
as a declaration on behalf of the New York 
executive that he will again be a candidate for 
the gubernatorial election this year as a pre- 
lude to his candidacy for the Presidency in 
1928. In the last Democratic national con- 
vention William G. McAdoo tried to have the 
two-thirds rule abrogated, in the belief that he 
could get a majority of the convention and win 
the nomination, but Gov. Smith and his fol- 
lowers successfully opposed him. It is regarded 
as Significant, therefore, that Gov. Smith should 
now come out openly in favor of doing away 
with the rule. 

For many years the question of abolishing 
the two-thirds rule in the Democratic national 
convention has been agitated, but all efforts 
in that direction have failed. Perhaps this 
failure lies im the fact that the rule never 
seriously interfared with the majority will of 
the convention until 1912, when it brought 
about the defeat of Champ Clark, who not 
only received a majority vote of the conven- 
tion but maintained it for ten successive bal- 
lots. Only once before in a Democratic na- 
tional convention had a candidate who had re- 
ceived a majority vote failed of nomination. 
That was in 1844, when Van Buren was beaten 
after he had attained a majority on one ballot, 
and later Polk was named and elected Presi- 
dent. 

The defeat of Champ Clark under the two- 
thirds rule stands out as a glaring instance of 
the frustration of the will of the majority. | 
Ever since then the question of abandoning this 
rule, as wéll-as the unit rule, under which a 
State delegation is voted as a unit when a ma- 
jority of the delegates favor a certain candi- 
date, has been the subject of controversy in 


has been passed over. Now, it is said, a serious 
attempt will be made to have the national 
committee adopt a resolution at its next meet- 
ing, no date for which has been set, recom- 
mending to the national convention the aboli- 
tion of the rule. ~ The convention, of course, 
makes its own rules, and any action taken by 
the national committee would not be binding 
on the convention. It would, however, have 
weight with the convention and might lead 
to the abolition of both rules. 

The Democratic party should no longer snirk 
its plain duty. The two-thirds rule is unjust 
and demoralizing. It has on occasions made 
impossible Democratic victory. It does not be- 
long in American politics.

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TAMMANY'’'S BIRTHDAY. 


Tammany, which spells Democracy in New 
York city, celebrated its 137th birthday anni- 
versary on Wednesday with rather elaborate 
ceremonies. Members of the organization, 
beaded by the 96-year-old grand sachem, John 
H. Voorhis, united in their laudation of the 
society, which was founded as a protest against 
the supposedly aristocratic Society of the Cin- 
cinnati. Tammany grew and prospered, and 
then fell into evil ways. The days of ‘‘Boss’”’ 
Tweed are not gloried in by Tammany, nor 
are the members of the organization any too 
proud of the Croker regime. But Tammany 
in recent years has taken on some respectabil- 
ity. Gov. Al Smith has given it tone, and. 
Mayor “Jimmy” Walker has contributed no 
small share in popularizing it. 

Not always has Tammany been successful in 
New York city elections, but it has wielded an 
influence greater than any other political club 
in America. It is stronger today than ever. 
The Republicans of the Empire State acknowl- 
edge its power. 

Tammany’s course in this fall’s election will 
bave a national bearing. Should it roll up a 
great majority for the Democratic guberna- 
torial candidate New York State again will be, 
as it has been in the past, a pivotal State in 
the election in 1928. Leaders of both the ma- 
jor political parties are keeping their eyes on 
Tammany. The enthusiasm cf its members on 
its birthday anniversary, therefore, is not un- 
warranted.

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HOUSING OUR DIPLOMATS. 

President Coolidge has signed the bill. whieh 
will enable the State Department to acquire 
suitable homes for American representatives 
abroad. The commission which is charged 
with the duty of carrying out the provisions of 
the law will consist of the chairman of the 
committees on foreign relations of the Senate 
and of foreign affairs of the House, together 
with the ranking minority members of those 
committees and the Secretaries of State, Treas- 
ury and Commerce. 

The act authorizes the commission to expend 
$10,000,000 at the rate not exceeding $2,000,- 
000 annually over a period of five years.. Full

Thus far no plan has been arranged nor has 
it been decided which cities will be the first to 
receive attention. The United States already 
has title to buildings in the capitals of vari- 
ous countries.. In London the official residence 
of Ambassador Houghton is the property of the 
United States. having been purchased and pre- 
sented by J. Pierpont Morgan. The embassy in 
Paris is also American owned. as well as simi- 
lar buildings in Santiago, Mexico. and in a num- 
ber of other cities in Europe and Asia. But in 
Paris the offices connected with the American 
embassy are scattered in many buildings, and it 
is the present purpose of the State Department 
to endeavor to consolidate these offices in one 
building. 

The housing of the representatives, diplo- 
matic and commercial, of this republic has for 
years been the source of ridicule by writers 
such as Donald Mitchell (Ik Marvel), Mark 
Twain, F. Hopkinson Smith and a score of 
others. Even the insignificant ‘banana repub- 
lics’’ have frequently furnished their represen- 
tatives with better accommodations than ‘the 
United States has supplied to its diplomatic 
and consular agents. One of the principal rea- 
sons why only men of means could afford to ac- 
cept foreign diplomatic posts has been the nig- 
gardliness of Congress in providing for the ex- 
penses incident to the dignity of such an office. 
The enactment of the law to provide housing 
facilities for Ambassadors and Ministers may 
lead to the appointment of envoys whose avail- 
ability will not be calculated primarily upon 
their wealth. —

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NO INCOME TAX. 

The new tax law of 1926 provides that if an 
American citizen is a bona fide resident abroad 
for six months, he is exempt from payment of 
an income tax on that portion received when 
abroad. It has been decided that this law ap- 
Plies to officers of the army or navy and citi- 
zens in the foreign service residing abroad for 
at least six months. 

The exemption was inserted in the law to 
facilitate the business operations of Ameri- 
cans engaged in foreign commerce, the same 
exemption being accorded foreigners residing 
in and doing business in the United States. 

The term “United States” includes the 
Philippine islands, Hawaii, Porto Rico, the 
Panama canal, Alaska and the District of 
Columbia.

Apparently it effectually disposes of all the 
talk about the tariff being responsible for low 
farm products and high manufactured prod- 
ucts. 

The tariff has nothing whatever to do with 
the distress of the farmers. But it not diffi- 
cult to see that their distress would be far 
‘greater without the tariff. 


THE CRADLE OF INDEPENDENCE. 

Philadelphia for years has been the butt of 
the jokesmiths because of its alleged sleepiness. 
And there seems to be good reason for holding 
up to ridicule the city of Brotherly Love by 
reason of its somnolence. Philadelphia is 
spending thousands of dollars in advertising 
the fact that the sesquicentennial of the Decla- 
ration of Independence will be celebrated this 
year on the banks of the Schuylkill. The Fourth 
of July may be the 150th anniversary of the 
actual signing of the declaration, 
again it may not. Only recently a mild con- 
trover8y was started in regard to the exact 
date. But whatever the date, Williamsburg, 
in Virginia, scoffs at the idea that Philadelphia 
has any claim to the credit of having been the 
rocking place of the cradle of Liberty. Will- 
iamsburg is prepared to prove thet the original 
declaration of bona fide independence was 
framed ands proclaimed right there at the 
mouth of the James river, six weeks before 
Philadelphia knew anything about declara- 
tions, palladiums or anything else which goes 
to make ‘“‘liberty.’’ 

That the Virginia city is ahead of the Penn- 
sylvania pretender is semiofficially sanctioned 
by the fact that President Coolidge sails down 
the Potomac tonight for Williamsburg to take 
part in the ceremonies attending the celepra- 
tion of the event which the people of Tidewater 
Virginia insist was the original and only gen- 
uine declaration. The little city is prepared to 
entertain all comers, and while there will be no 
great commercial exhibiti-. and no ‘‘midway” 
to attract spare dollars from the pockets of 
visitors there will be plenty of oratory, great 
enthusiasm and patriotism enough for all.

Although the law now calls for 
the issuance of certificates of ar- 
rival to all immigrants who have 
legally entered this country since 
June 30, 1924, the organization ad- 
vocated the issuance of certificates 
of arrival to those aliens who enter- 
ed the United States before July 1, 
1924. 

The delegates opposed, however, 
any project for the compulsory reg- 
istration of all aliens in the United 
States, declaring that such a system 
would be accomplished by undue 
hardships for large numbers of law- 
abiding aliens who are leading use- 
ful lives. 

In indorsing the position of the 
United States in refusing to recog- 
nize soviet Russia, the organization 
went on record as favoring a con- 
tinuance of this pclicy until such 
time that Russia could provide ade- 
quate assurances of its purpose to 
maintain its international relations 
in accordance with recognized stand- 
ards, with evidence of its intent to 
redress past wrongs. 

Aeronautics Favored. 

Civil aeronautics in the United 
States should be given full oppor- 
tunity for growth through com- 
mercial development, with reason- 
able regulation and active promo- 
tion by the Federal government, 
separately from the military and 
naval aeronautical services, it was 
declared. 

In view of the predominant fn- 
terstate and international charac- 
ter of aeronautics, it was pointed 
out that regulation should be by 
Federal and not State authority, 
and suitable international agree- 
ments should be reached with for- 
eign countries. 

Prompt regulation of the use of 
the air to prevent disorder and con- 
fusion, following the rapid growth 
of the use of radio in the field of 
entertainment and business, was in- 
dorsed by the chamber.

FEW OILS STRONG SPOTS 


Special to The Washington Post. 
New York, May 13.—A sudden 


battle in Nash Motors stock, with 
approximately 202,500 shares 
Changing hands, although fluctua- 


tions were within ‘comparatively 
narrow limits, featured § today’s 
otherwise dull trading on the New 
York Stock Exchange. Aside from 
this unexplained development, ac- 
counting for more than a fifth part 
of the total volume of business, the 
session was quite uninteresting. 

The general list’s undertone was 
steady, but buying lacked initiative. 
On the other hand, when the bears 
attempted to break prices they ran 
into a stone wall of support, with 
the result that their efforts were 
abortive. The street devoted its 
attention to domestic developments, 
now that the British strike was 
eliminated as a factor. The most 
immediately impending local factor 
was the dividend meeting of the 
General Motors Corporation. That 
company’s stock closed 2% net 
lower, but, after the close, it was 
announced that an extra dividend 
of $4 a share had been declared. 

Meanwhile speculative sentiment 
converged on the oils and the 
motors in general. Wall street is 
disposed to buy the oil stocks but 
is bearish on the automobile 
shares. 

As an outcome the former were 
firm, but the latter were subjected 
to attack. The outstanding feature 
was the Nash episode. Various ex- 
planations were offered for enor- 
mous trading in that stock. at 
moved with only a 3 point range 
and closed 1% net higher. The ex- 
planation of the heavy dealings 
which was generally credited was 
that powerful bears launched a vi- 
cious drive against that issue, but 
that strong banking interests ex- 
tended such vigorous support that 
the short sellers were checked. 

The facts are that of the more 
than 200,000 shares of that stock 
which were sold, nearly one-half 
was thrown on the market at 562, 
and that the support was 80 aggres- 
sive that shorts were glad to cover 
later above 55. 

Some of the other stocks did not 
fare as well. Both Jordan and 
Paige-Detroit sold at new low prices 
for the year and closed 1 and 1% 
points net lower, respectively. 

Buying of the oil stocks was fairly 
active at times. Panhandle Pro- 
ducing and Refining was bid up to 
a new high level for the year. Lago, 
which made its bow on the big board 
at last. sold at 1954, compared with 
19 on the curb last night, but closed 
net unchanged. 

Sinclair Consolidated rallied on 
news that the management would 
call for redemption of $2,500,000 
of the $15,000,000 six per cent 
bonds outstanding, applying a por- 
tion of this year’s earnings to that 
purpose. . Pacific Oil, selling ex- 
dividend stock of the new Stan- 
dard Oil Co. of California, was 
quoted at1%to 1%. That price 
represents the estimated liquidating 
value of the remaining assets. 
Union Oil of California was a strong 
spot. 

Investment buying of the rails 
due to good earnings and excellent 
crop promise continued. Atchison, 
New York Central, Atlantic Coast 
Jline, and Pennsylvannia ‘ were 
higher. 

Industrials generally were dull, 
but fairly steady. Baldwin Loco- 
motive, which was sold yesterday 
on the revolution in Poland, was 
under pressure and closed 1% net 
lower. International Cement, Fou.- 
dation. Co. and Rado were 
heavy.

With four - others the Jones 
brothers were indicted on a charge 
of conspiracy, the jury finding that 
as officers of the Maryland Drug 
& Chemical Co. they had been guilty 
of diverting for beverage use de- 
natured alcohol, which had been 
obtained under a permit for the 
manufacture of hair tonic and simi- 
lar articles. 


Court they contend that the indict- 
ment and conviction were defective, 
because denatured alcohol can not 
be intended for use, they assert, in 
the unlawful manufacture of liquor, 
and further because it is specifically 
excluded, they insist, from the pro- 
hibitions of the Volstead act. 

They also challenged the use of 
a conspiracy indictment to trans- 
form into a felony an act which, if 
committed, was, they declare, only 
a misdemeanor.

A mothers’ pension law for the 
District probably will be enacted 
before adjournment of the present 
session of Congress. 

The legislation has been held up 
in the Senate, where supporters of 
the District and New York plans for 
administration of pensions have 
been deadlocked. The House a)- 
ready has passed the bill embody- 
ing the New York welfare work- 
ers’ scheme for administration by a 
separate bureau. 

Breaking of this deadlock is 
aimed at by District social welfare 
leaders, who are organizing a new 
drive to bring about enactment of 
mothers’ pension law before ad- 
journment of the present session. 
The change of emphasis from en- 
actment of the bill favored by the 
people of the District to enactmen! 
of a pension law before adjourn- 
ment is expected to clear the way 
for prompt action by the Senatt. 


Adhere to Local Plan. 


District welfare leaders, however, 
insist that they will not yield the 
principle that the people of the 
District want the pension law ad- 
ministered by the new board of 
public welfare and that, inasmuch 
as the law affects only Washington, 
the wishes of the people of Wash- 
ington should be given preference. 

But at the same time they have 
agreed to lay stress on the im- 
portance of favorable action on 
some mother’s pension law. While 
they will not admit that the New 
York bill is acceptable to them, 
they reiterate that enactment of a 
law is of paramount importance, 
and of greater importance than a 
question of administratior, which 
has been the point of difference be- 
tween the District and New York 
interests. 

A statement of the position of the 
joint committee of District welfare 
leaders declares that adoption of 
the New York plan for a separate 
new bureau to administer the law 
would be a step backward; that 
Congress already has recognized 
the wisdom of the District plan ia 
enactment of the public welfare 
board law, which centralizes publie 
welfare work here and abolishes 
several old boards. The District 
wants a mother’s pension law and 
responsibility for imposing the will 
of New York on the District against 
its wishes must lie with Congress.
